Stockton,- Ga., Aug. 5 —(/I1)— A 


west bound Atlantic Coast Line pas- 
senger train crashed into thc loco- 
motive of a by-passed freight on a 
siding near here early today, killing 
at least 40 persons, mostly railway 
laborers going home for Iho week- 
end lo Alabama. 


H. L. Tomlinson, station agent 


for thc railroad, said at least 40 
bodies hud been found. Nearly nil 
thc dead, he said, were Negroes, 
members of a work gang which 
had been 
at 
-Doclorlown, 
Ga. 


Tomlinson said more bodies were 
In the wreckage, but he could nol 
cslimate Ihe number. An underlet-- 
mined number were injured. 


Turner Rockwell, managing edi- 


tor of the Valdosla Times, 
who 


reached thc scene shortly after the 
crush, said two 
passenger 
cars 


were demolished and two 
others 


damaged. 
Rockwell said an apparent rail 


failure hurled thc passenger train 
into thc freight as it passed 
thc 


siding. Thc passenger cars struck 
thc engine of thc freight, one split- 
ting lengthwise. It was in the car 
that most of thc dead were found, 
Rockwell said.

Thc car immediately behind that

demolished, and another was crum- 
pled by thc impact.

"When 1 went to thc scene, short- 


ly after it happened, bodies were 
ying sprawled in broken shapes,"

sliced in two. One body was thrown 
fifty feet clear of thc wreckage. 


"Three or four" passenger cars 


and a baggage car were derailed. 
Agent Tomlinson said, adding that 
work on clearing the track prob- 
ably would take all day. Thc wreck 
occurred a few minutes after mid- 
night. 
Kirs- reports were that appr>' 
vi- 


matcly 30 persons were injured, 
but Tomlinson said many of them 
died in hospitals and that as far as 
he could learn only about five or 
six remained under hospitalization.
